UNTO GOD, a workman that need- 
eth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth,’ 2 Tim. 2:15. 


Another quality that is very essential 
to the minister who would be approved 
of God is persistence—action, carried 
through to results. Do you stick to your 
plans and policies until you see them 
carried out or until you know that you 
are wrong? Many men are great (?) to 
start things, others are greater on talking 
about starting something; but neither of 
these men ever get anything finally done. 
They stop at the beginning. They lack 
persistence. The man who plans his work 
well and then sticks to the job, keeps per- 
sistently, incessantly, continually toiling 
away, will get something done that is 
worth while. You remember that when 
Paul was going back to Jerusalem, Aga- 
bus took his garment and bound Paul 
and told him that if he went to Jerusalem 
he would be bound. But Paul, who was 
always persistent, replied, “I am ready 
not to be bound only, but also to die at 
Jerusalem for the name of the Lord Je- 
sus,” Acts 21:13. He had his plans set 
to be in Jerusalem. Nothing could hinder 
him. It has been said that men of the 
type of Foch, Edison, Garey, Goethals, 
Charles E. Dawes, the Wright brothers, 
and many others who have been able to 
get things done, learned from experience 
that the only real difference between the 
difficult and the impossible is that the 
impossible takes a little more time and 
persistence. The old saying goes, that they 
have backed up their wishbone with 
backbone. Much could be written about 
persistence, but you should remember 
and have a definite understanding with 
yourself that when you tackle a job or 
problem you are going to keep on keep- 
ing on until it is finished. That is per- 
sistence, and that is about all there is to 
it. 


Responsibleness, which is a matter of 
growth, is another quality of the min- 
ister approved by God. 

Can you take responsibilities? Do you 
grow with increased responsibilities? Re- 
sponsibleness is a very important quality 
of a leader, a pastor, a worker. It has been 
said that people willingly follow only a 
leader who can win their respect by being 
able to do what he asks them to do, as 
well as or better than they can do it, 
or by being willing to assume responsi- 
bilities that they dare not assume, be 
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they pleasant or unpleasant. Capacity to 
take on added responsibility is an ever- 
lasting earmark of leadership. Pastors, re- 
member that in Ezekiel 33:6 we read, 
“But if the watchmen see a sword come, 
and blow not the trumpet, and the peo- 
ple be not warned; if the sword come and 
take any person from among them, he is 
taken away in his iniquity; but his blood 
will I require at the watchman’s hand.” 
Thus, we see that we are held responsi- 
ble for the lives of individuals. In 2 Co- 
rinthians 2:16 we find, “To the one we 
are the savour of death unto death;. and 
the other the savour of life unto life. 
And who is sufficient for these things?” 
The minister must feel his responsibility. 
We are admonished in Hebrews 13:17, 
“Obey them that have the rule over you, 
and submit yourselves; for they watch 
for your souls, as they that must give 
account, that they may do it with joy, 
and not with grief: for that is unprofit- 
able for you.” There is only one way to 
develop skill as a writer, and that is to 
write. One must write, not just when 
one feels like it, but make it his business 
to write, correct, improve, rewrite—real- 
ly make it his continual business. Like- 
wise, there is only one way to learn to 
take on added responsibility—take it on, 
not merely in emergencies but in the ev- 
eryday course of work, in little things as 
well as big, and in big things as well as 
little. In training to take increasingly 
heavy responsibilities, there is consider- 
able encouragement in a remark made 
by a shrewd old merchant who traveled 
from stock boy to president in his es- 
tablishment. He said, ““Almost every job 
in the world has to be tackled by some- 
body who isn’t quite up to it.” Pastors, 
have you not found this to be true in 
your own experience, and observed same 
in others? 


Not only is the pastor required to de- 
velop the quality of responsibleness but 
he must be able to delegate responsi- 
bility. The ability to delegate responsi- 
bilities is a quality very much needed 
among leaders of every kind. Can you 
successfully delegate your duties, _re- 
sponsibilities, and authority? It is not 
often that a great business lesson is to 
be found on a tombstone, but one of the 
greatest sermons on successful manage- 
ment ever preached is chiseled on the 
stone that marks Andrew Carnegie’s 
grave: “Here lies a man who knew hou 
to enlist in his service better men than 
himself.””’ That explanation of Carnegie’s

success also explains the success of other 
business leaders; and after all, the pastor 
is somewhat a business man. He, too, 
can be profited by these lessons. Mr. Car- 
negie always contena, { that it is not the 
man who does the work who makes the 
money but the man who gets the other 
men to do it. In the light of that fact, 
we can see the necessity of delegating 
responsibility and authority to others, 
wisely doing this, of course, as a means 


of growth in leadership, and the train- 


ing of efficient helpers to succeed your- 
self. 

Shortly before his death F. W. Wool- 
worth, who organized the great chain of 
5-10 cent stores, which bear his name, 
wrote: “So long as [ was obsessed with 
the idea that I must attend personally to 
everything, large-scale success was im- 
possible. A man must select able lieu- 
tenants or associates and give them power 
ind responsibility.” Just as the only way 
to learn to take responsibility is to take it, 
so the only way to learn to delegate re- 
sponsibility is to delegate it, a little today 
and a little more tomorrow, and still a 
little more the next day. 

I read once of an executive who had 
trouble in getting himself schooled to 
delegate responsibilities to others, who 
hit upon the idea of staying away from 
his office one day every two weeks and

Where Is Your I PASSED through a large city in which 
Church? were located four Churches of God and 

two of them had very large influential 
organizations. An Assembly had been held of late and I did not 
know the pastor of either of the churches, so I secured a Sat- 
urday paper in hopes of finding Church of God announcements 
on the church page, but to my 
surprise I found only one listed, 
which proved not to be the 
church for which I was looking. I 
called the president of the Minis- 
ters’ Association but after some 
conversation he assured me that 
none of the pastors of the Church 
of God were members of that or- 
ganization. After some reflection 
[ went to a taxi driver and asked 
him if he knew where any of the 
Churches of God were located, 
but his reply was in the negative, 
and there I was, in a city which 
had four of our organizations and 
was unable, with the short time | 
had in the city, to locate either of 
them. I had heard preached that the Church of God was the 
greatest of religious organizations, and was thoroughly con- 
vinced. Did other people feel that way about it? If they did, 
why was it not advertised in the newspapers, in the reading 
rooms, and elsewhere? 

Perhaps you have not had a story told to you like the one 
referred to above but a similar occurrence to this one could 
happen in any number of cities, however it ought not so to 
be. Through the courtesy of daily newspapers, announcements 
of regular services and revivals may be made gratis. Most 
newspapers carry a Saturday church page giving the Sunday 
announcements of all churches which will avail themselves 
of the courtesy extended. 

The Churches of God in every city having a newspaper and 
such service, should avail themselves of this opportunity. More 
and more the ministry is seeing the advantage of becoming 
members of ministerial associations so that the Church of God 
may have her proper setting. They are convinced that the 
Church of God has nothing of which to be ashamed. Her pro- 
gram is the greatest in all the world because it is a program 
of salvation for the world. Her gospel is the greatest in all 
the world because it is the gospel of salvation from sin, a sal- 
vation which Christ in His love for the world purchased.

T= foreign mission page this week is 
carrying a letter from Cecily Bean, 
which tells of a Veterans’ Day being cele- 
brated in the Church of God at Warwick, Bermuda. These 
special days are a great success where they are properly carried 
on. Your editor remembers when he was pastor of the Church 
of God at Detroit, Michigan, having put on such a day. The 
entire service was in complete charge of people over fifty 
years of age. The sermon was preached by the pastor’s father. 
A special song was rendered by an aged minister of eighty 
years. A duet was sung by a a couple above sixty, and the en- 
tire choir was made up of men and women who had passed 
their fiftieth birthday. The hymns of yesterday and yesteryear 
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Che Dead C phesians 
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in Ephesians 2:1 Paul, in written lan- 

guage, talks directly to somebody, 
saying. “And YOU hath he quickened, 
who were DEAD in trespasses and sins.” 
Whom can this YOU refer to? We can 
include ourselves, of course, but at the 
time he sat in the Roman prison in 64 
A. D., Paul was writing to the Ephesians. 
Tychicus walked out of Rome’s prison 
house with the original manuscript in 
hand, and arriving at the sailing point, 
took a boat headed for Ephesus, deliver- 
ing the scroll to the leaders of the church 
there. 

Unfolding the precious letter, they 
read the equivalent of twenty-three short 
verses when they saw: “And YOU hath 
he quickened who were DEAD.” Can’t 
you see them taking time off to shout? 
Native Ephesians were much given to 
outward expression, demonstration, and 
manifestation. Paul and his companions 
found this out the day of the uproar in 
Acts 19, when the throngs cried, “Great 
is Diana of the Ephesians.” If members 
of the church made up for any lost time 
they previously spent praising Diana, 
then they surely shouted when they 
read, ““And YOU hath he quickened who 
were DEAD.” 

It is most interesting to me that Paul 
should have referred to them as having 
been DEAD, for Ephesus before it was 
evangelized, was almost entirely given 
over to the worship of Diana, the goddess 
of LIFE. Images of her show her with 
the upper part of the body completely 
covered with rows of breasts to signify 
that she was the mother of all living 
things. The great temple was not her 
home, only a shrine devoted to her serv- 
ice and Diana herself was supposed to be 
everywhere, wherever there was LIFE. 
Fancy Paul coming along and referring 
to the Ephesian worshipers as having been 
DEAD before they were quickened by 
Christ. He might have said that they had 
“lived” in sin before being quickened, 
but it was more like God’s old warrior 
to tell them the rugged truth, so Paul 
pronounced them “DEAD in trespasses 
and sins.” 

As to Diana, it was said that she was 
born in the woods near Ephesus, at which 
time her image fell from the sky. So it 
was that the goddess of life began her 
life in the woods near those DEAD Ephe- 
sians. She became a celebrated goddess, 
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being one of the twelve superior deities. 
Diana was the moon in most of _ her 
offices and characters, for the moon, 
known as the “queen of heaven,” was 
the goddess presiding over childbirth. 
And yet with all of her association with 
the increase of the living, poor Diana 
was worshipped by the DEAD Ephesians. 

Early peoples set about building tem- 
ples for her. There were seven in number 
in the course of time and all of them 
were destroyed by fire. When each new 
temple was built, it was made grander 
and more magnificent than before. In 
355 B. C. one of Diana’s temples was 
burned by an obscure person who want- 
ed notoriety. The building was made of 
marble, the roof being supported by 127 
columns of Parian marble, each 60 feet 
high, and weighing 150 tons. This struc- 
ture was disted as one of the “Seven 
Wonders of the Ancient World” along 
with the Pyramids of Egypt, and the 
Hanging Gardens of Babylon. 

It is said that this particular temple 
burned down on the night in which 
Alexander the Great was born. So the 
life-loving Ephesians gave it out that 
Diana permitted the temple which re- 
dounded so much to her honor, to be 
recklessly burned because she, the god- 
dess of LIFE, was very busy in Macedon 
with Olympias, helping to bring Alexan- 
der into the world. Later, they say, 
Alexander offered to rebuild the temple 
provided he be allowed to inscribe his 
own name on the front; but the Ephesians 
would divide the glory of Diana with no 
one, so they refused the offer. Aided by 
the whole of Asia Minor, they erected a 
more magnificent temple than ever, one 
taking 220 years to complete and having 
2 theatre with a seating capacity of 24,- 
500. 

Because of the temple the city pros- 
pered and under the Romans Ephesus 
was the capital of the entire province of 
Asia, bearing the honorable title of ‘“‘the 
first and greatest metropolis of Asia.” 
Among other people who resided there, 
quite a few Jews lived in Ephesus and 
had a synagogue in that place. The in- 
fluence of the city and its goddess-wor- 
ship was deeply felt in all of Asia Minor. 
See Acts 19:26, 27. Paul had Diana- 
worship to combat everywhere he went 
in that province. 

In due time the temple possessed val-

uable lands and controlled the fisheries. 
Its priests became the bankers of its 
enormous revenues. Because of _ its 
strength, people stored their money there 
for safekeeping and the temple became 
to the ancient world practically all that 
the Bank of England has been to the 
modern world. The temple was a treas- 
ure house of beautiful paintings and 
statuary, among them a valuable paint- 
ing by an Ephesian artist, of Alexander 
the Great throwing a thunderbolt. The 
temple was a sanctuary for the criminal, 
for no one could be arrested for any 
crime when within a bowshot of its 
walls. Hosts of people apart from the 
priests and priestesses were employed, 
among them artisans who manufactured 
images of the goddess or shrines to sell to 
visiting strangers from all parts of Asia. 
As long as Diana made a reasonably good 
pretense of LIVING these _ craftsmen 
could make more than a living for them- 
selves, for they were kept busy making 
little Dianas sitting in temples of silver, 
wood or clay. 


But when the convincing Paul trav- 


elled through Asia, he struck death 
blows to the LIVING Diana __ every- 
where. In view of the “more abundant 


LIFE” preached by the apostle, people 
became less interested in the Ephesian 
goddess of life. The sale of shrines began 
to fall off, and Demetrius complained to 
his fellow silversmiths in Acts 19:26, 
27, “Moreover ye see and hear, that not 
alone at Ephesus, but almost through- 
out all Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and 
turned away much people, saying that 
there be no gods, which are made with 
hands: So that not only this our craft is 
in danger to be set at nought; but also 
that the temple of the great goddess 
Diana should be despised, and her mag- 
nificence should be destroyed, whom ali 
Asia and the world worshippeth.” Deme- 
trius was dead in sins; up to his ears in 
shrines and concerned about one thing 
—his wealth which was at stake. 


To make it worse for Demetrius, this 
Paul so despised by the silversmiths had 
come to the city of Ephesus itself and 
great things were being done. Not only 
had some Ephesian Jews been baptized in 
the Holy Ghost at the laying on of 
Paul’s hands, but special miracles were

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Our Bible Craining School and 


OR years now the officials of the 

Church of God have been aware of 
the definite need of a junior college. They 
have observed the emphasis that the 
American people have placed on higher 
education. Having recognized the in- 
creasing importance of education for the 
individual, they have labored hard to es- 
tablish higher educational facilities with- 
in the Church. It was obvious to them 
that the young people as well as the old- 
er ones could have attended high schools 
and colleges near their respective homes. 
But, the question of environment and 
the presentation of the whole truth in 
these secular institutions to our precious 
young people has made our officials more 
eager to enlarge the Bible Training School 
and its educational opportunities. Also, 
the rapid growth of the Church of God 
has demanded that the ministry of the 
Church become more spiritual, more in- 
telligent and more efficient. As many of 
the religious bodies of this country have 
departed from the principles of Christ, 
the responsibility on our ministers of 
leading the multitudes of hungry hearts 
from these religious groups has demanded 
special training in the Word of God 
as well as a background to and an un- 
derstanding of human nature. With God 
first, Brother Zeno C. Tharp, president 
of the Church of God Bible Training 
School and College, in close cooperation 
with the officials of the Church, has set 
up a program to fully equip the students, 
both in Spirit and in truth, to carry out 
the plan and will of God in the Church 
of God. 


The task of making a junior college 
was one requiring months of hard work 
and fervent prayer. The additions to the 
faculty were carefully and prayerfully 
selected from a large number of appli- 
cations. The job was so efficiently done 
that the faculty represents a perfect 
combination of Spirit-filled, deeply con- 
secrated Christians, and_ scholarship. 
Further, for the school to meet the re- 
quirement of an accredited school, the 
management had to secure means for ad- 
ditional equipment. God, through His 
good people, has not been slack in His 
promise to supply the school’s needs. As 
the demand for more equipment increases 
from time to time as the school continues 
to grow, God, we know, will help us. 


The great Church of God Bible Train- 
ing School and Junior College has opened 
for the 1941-42 school term. There are 
about eighty students enrolled in Acade- 
my, thirty in the School of Secretarial 
Science, sixty in Christian Workers’ 
Course, and about twenty in the Junior 
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College 


College. Every student and faculty 
member can truly say that this year 
marks a new era in the history of the 
Bible Training School. First, God has 
been working in the school in a great 
way. A mighty revival from heaven be- 
gan at the opening of school. Some 
twenty or more students have received 
definite experiences from God. Some 
were saved, some sanctified, and some 
filled with the Holy Ghost. Second, 
practically every student has his name 
written in heaven and has felt a definite 
urge from the Spirit of the living God to

The current world in which we live is 
progressing with so great rapidity in in- 
tellectual ability that a higher education 
is essential to give them light on the gos- 
pel. 

Education and culture do not hinder 
spirituality! I also realize that education 
alone does not mean so much, but to- 
gether with divine inspiration it is one 
of our greatest forces for progression in 
this life. The Apostle Paul wrote in 2 
Timothy 2:15, “Study to shew thyself 
approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly di- 
viding the word of truth.” Some will 
say that it reads in James 1:5, “If any 
of you lack wisdom, let him ask of God, 
who giveth to all men liberally and up- 
braideth not, and it shall be given him.” 
But how can you obtain wisdom unless 
you put forth a natural effort? As faith 
without works is dead, so the ministry 
without education is usually ineffective.

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doors there. Reuben Arcos is anxious to 
have a definite answer regarding a con- 
gress here next year, to begin stimulat- 
ing interest. April is the best, as far as 
the climatic conditions are concerned. 
If we can only say April, that is enough.

leaving it up to his subordinates to take 
care of everything that came up that 
day. Not a single thing, regardless of 
how important it was, was to be held over 
for his decision. It took real courage to 
put this idea into practice; and during 
the first three or four months, this man’s 
understudies made two or three serious 
mistakes; but in the end they grew up 
to the responsibility placed upon them, 
and the growth in them made the cost 
of their early mistakes insignificant. The 
good judgment they used thereafter in 
all their work, whether their superior was 
there or not, paid him a handsome prof- 

it. 

If business men can in their wise di- 
rection delegate authority to others and 
can risk matters where their hard-earned 
money is involved, surely, pastors, we 
could begin to realize that we must train 
others for the great service of the Lord. 
One man can’t do it all. Can you imagine 
a church where the pastor with no coun- 
cillors does all the counciling for the 
church, leads all prayer meetings, and 
all testimonies, acts as president of the 
Y. P. E.—in fact, he is just everything? 
If he continues in this kind of work, 
when he is moved there will be no one 
else to take any part whatsoever in the 
activities, and the church will be killed 
or greatly hindered because of the lack of 
having trained assistants. If you will ar- 
range, though, with your people to let 
them have some responsibility and au- 
thority to carry out some part of the 
work, the first thing you know they will 
pride themselves in doing the work with 
the greatest care and skill, and you will 
see their faces light up brilliantly when 
you, because of their faithful services, 
compliment them for their good work. 
Shortly you will be able to give those 
persons even more responsibility, thus 
training real workers in the church. 

It will be necessary for you to select 
your workers. Some people can’t stand 
authority. Authority, if given to some, 
goes right to their heads; and they never 
catch the vision of their responsibility as 
servants to do good work approved unto 
God and their leaders, but rather feel 
that they must order others around re- 
gardless of how cutting their remarks 
may be. In fact, some seem to think that 
the more rigid, forceful, demanding, and 
hard they can be, the greater they will 


be considered. That belief, however, is 
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very erroneous, for the Christian leader 
is to ever be a kind and considerate one. 
Even while dealing positively and sternly, 
he must deal with love and patience.

being wrought by him. From his body 
went out handkerchiefs and aprons and 
the sick on whom they were laid were 
healed, the diseases and evil spirits depart- 
ing from them. 

Further than that, Ephesus had been 
steeped in sorcery and magic. In Asia 
Minor the Ephesians had a high reputation 
for magical arts, and many of them trav- 
elled from country to country, deceiv- 
ing the credulous multitudes and profit- 
ing thereby. Among these magicians 
were some Jews, who took to sorcery, re- 
ferring their skill to Solomon, who was 
regarded in the East by many as a prince 
of magicians. 

The sons of Sceva who undertook to 
cast out evil spirits by use of the name 
of “Jesus, whom Paul preacheth,” were 
of this class. These seven sons and all of 
Ephesus soon found out that Paul’s God 
was alive and they, after all, were DEAD. 
When these young vagabond Jews came 
running out of the house naked and 
wounded, defeated in their combat with 
the devil-possessed man, great fear swept 
over the people, so much so that many 
who used curious arts brought their books 
together, and burned them. And when 
they counted the price of them, it was 
found to be around thirty-two thousand 
dollars. Was Ephesus getting poor with all 
this loss of books and the falling off of 
shrine purchases? No, thank God, she 
was becoming rich through Christ! But 
Demetrius didn’t see it that way. 

Believing that a little publicity might 
help his work along and prolong the 
LIFE of Diana, who was fast dying, 
Demetrius called other craftsmen of like 
occupation, and together they staged a 
rowdy demonstration. An uproar resulted 
and the crowds yelled and screamed for 
about two hours: “Great is Diana of the 
Ephesians.” Nevertheless the goddess was 
doomed to die! 

While Paul worked away, spending 
three months in the Jewish synagogue at 
Ephesus, and two years in the school of 
Tyrannus, many of the DEAD Ephesians 
began to come to LIFE. More than that, 
his teachings were being carried by pil- 
grims to distant homes, his influence thus 
constantly extending to every part of 
Asia Minor. In time the pilgrims of 
Diana, with decreasing faith in her, came 
in fewer numbers. Sales of shrines con- 
tinued to decline. Diana of the Ephesians 
was no longer GREAT. In 262 A. D. 
when the temple was again burned, her 
influence was so far gone that the tem- 
ple was never rebuilt. Diana was DEAD! 


The DEAD Ephesians were ALIVE. 

A Christian church was founded in 
Ephesus and flourished. In 341 A. D. a 
council of the Christian church was 
held there. And, at last came the day 
when Gayster River, overflowing _ its 
banks, gradually covered with its mud- 
dy deposit the spot where the temple of 
Diana had stood. Once people said: 
“Great is Diana of the Ephesians.” To- 
day we can say: “Great is the Christ of 
Paul, the apostle.” 

Leaving Paul and his interesting asso- 
ciation with the Ephesians, we recall that 
John in the book of Revelation was given 
a message to the church at Ephesus along 
with others. Reviewing the verses refer- 
ring to rewards promised overcomers, 
this fact is noteworthy: to the Ephesian 
overcomers in particular Christ men- 
tioned “the tree of LIFE.” Making spe- 
cial promises to the other church over- 
comers, He referred to hidden manna, 
white raiment, protection from the sec- 
ond death, power over the nations, throne 
privileges, temple privileges and various 
other rewards, but to the previously 
DEAD Ephesians He said, “To him that 
overcometh will I give to eat of the tree 
of LIFE, which is in the midst of the 
paradise of God.” Rev. 2:7. 

That is one of the reasons why I want 
to reach the paradise of God—I want to 
stand by, and if I can choose my place,’ 
I want to be near Paul when those once 
DEAD Ephesians reach forth their 
hands and pluck the fruit from the tree 
of LIFE. I want to see that throng eat, 
if they can eat with all the shouting and 
praising and shedding of tears that will 
be taking place. Knowing that native 
Ephesians are very demonstrative, I am 
looking for a wonderful time. Glory to 
God on high! And best of all, faithful 
old Paul will be repaid and rewarded, for 
on the Ephesians at least, he will not 
have bestowed labor in vain.
